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NOTE. 


In  the  following  tables  the  cases  have,  as  far  as  possible,  been  placed  under  the 
primary  diseases,  as  strumous  diseases  under  scrofula ;  but  in  a  few  instances,  as  those 
of  pyaemia  and  tetanus,  this  rule  has  been  departed  from.  The  diagnosis  is  in  every 
case  taken  from,  that  of  the  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  patient.  The  patients 
remaining  in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1865,  have  not  been  classified  in  a  separate 
table,  their  cases  being  incomplete,  and  such  table  being  intended  to  form  part  of  the 
Annual  Report  for  1865.
